_Dis District Boundaries. — The 
Northern Ministry of Home Affairs have 
written the Moira (County Down) Rural Dis- 
trict Council forwarding a copy of the new 
Dispensary Districts Order, ic , determin- 
ing that, notwithstanding the alterations in 
the district electoral divisions made by recent 
Orders, the boundaries and contents of the 
dispensary districts shall remain as they 
existed prior to the making of the Orders in 
question. 

Street Vendors Fined. — ‘I'wo dealers, 
Joseph Spence (Belfast) and James T. Conn 
(Lurgan), were prosecuted by the Portadown 
Urban Council at the loca Petty Sessions 
for erecting stalls on the street for the sale 
of grocery goods at a place not allocated 
for the purpose. Mr, J. Gallery, for the de- 
fence, asserted that it was only after it was 
discovered that these men were selling 50 
per cent, below the prices charged in the 
shops that an attempt was made to drive 
them out of the town, and prevent them earn- 
ing a livelihood. The Court fined Spence 10s. 
and costs, and Conn, who had been pre- 
viously convicted, 20s. and ensts. Notice of 
appeal was given. 

Motorist Loses His Licence—William Price, 
Ormeau road, Belfast, was fined £10 and 20s. 
costs, while his licence was suspended for 
twelve months, at Holywood Petty Sessions, 
for driving his motor car in a manner 
dangerous to the public at Ballybeen on the 
29th October last. Arthur Cleland said that 
he was driving a pony and trap, and saw the 
motor car coming behind him. His attention 
was attracted by the uncertain manner in 
which it was being driven. The car passed 
him, and knocked down a man coming from 
the oppress direction on a bicycle A lady 
escaped by going into a byway. The cyclist 
had to be medically attended. 

Motor Grash (nterrupt’ Telephone Service.— 
For some time on last Monday there was 
some interruption in the telephonic service i. 
the Whitehead district, and it was learned 
later that it was due to an alarming motor 
accident at the Blaw Hole, near Whitehead. 
It appears that an Armstrong-Siddeley car, 
driven by a Mr. McDowell, of Belfast, was 
proceeding towards Whitehead, and when ap- 
proaching the bend on the Larne coast road 
above Whitehead the car crashed with 
terrific force into a telephone pole, which was 
smashed, and naturally the telephonic com- 
munication in the Whitehead aree was 
affected. The motor car was badly smashed, 
and the occupants, which included, it was 
stated, two ladies, suffered somewhat from 
shock.

CRIME IN BELFAST, 


a 
UNEMPLOYMENT CAUSE OF 
MOST OFFENCES. 


At the opening of the City Commission, in 
Belfast yesterday, the Right Hon. the Lord 
Chief Justice addressed the Grand Jury on 
the state of crime in the city since the period 
of the previous Court. There was no very 
serious case to go before them. The police 
return showed that in the quarter since the 
middle of July last, when the previous Com- 
mission was held, 222 cases had been re- 
ported, as against 195 in the corresponding 
period of last year. 

The majority of the cases were offences 
against property. In times of unemploy- 
ment and distress, unfortunately, it was their 
experience that housebreaking, burglary, and 
larceny, which were t’ main heads of the 
bills which they would have to investigate, 
showed an increase which one might expect in 
any large community when times were bad. 
He did not say that it was an excuse, but it 
was one of the inevitable results of hardship 
and unemployment. 

Unfortunately, His Lordship continued, the 
city had been disgraced by one terrible 
murder, which took place a little less than a 
week ago, when an unfortunate man named 
Woods, who had previously n a Crown 
witness, was shot through the heart. The 
only satisfactory thing, if anything could be 
called satisfactory about such a crime, was 
that it did not appear to have originated out 
of anv religious, sectarian or party feud, and, 
therefore, in that sense the deed was : ot 
likely to call for retribution from some mis- 
guided people who from time to time took 
the law into their own hands—a thing which 
the? were not justified in doing. 

They would be called upon to deal with 
80 bills affecting 70 prisoners, in addition 
to some private prosecutions.

ENGLAND. 


Under order of the Ministry of Agriculture 
atid Fisheries dated 19th instant the regu- 
lations with regard to the movement of 
animals in the regulated areas of England 
are modified to the extent of permitting 
shows and sales of animals intended for 
slaughter to be held at Bingley Hall, Birm. 
ingham, from 28th November to 3rd Decem- 
ber, and at the Royal Agricultural Hall, 
Islington, from 7th to 11th December. 

Animals may not be moved to these sales 
from any area which is, for the time being, 
an infected area, or without a licence granted 
by an inspector of the local authority of the 
City of Birmingham, or of the County of 
London, as the case may be. They may be 
moved from the sale only to a slaughter- 
house, and if accompanied by the licence of 
an inspector of the local authority of the dis- 
trict in which the slaughter-house is situated. 
Any local authority in Great Britain may 
grant such licence, but all animals moved on 
licence must be slaughtered within ten days

DUBLIN NURSE’S ACTION. 
TH 


ALLEGED LIBEL AND FALSE 
IMPRISONMENT. 


An action was heard in which Miss Annie 
Booth, of Cork Street Fever Hospital, Dublin, 
nurse, claimed £1,000 damages for alleged 
libel against Richard Roe, Heath Cottage, 
Abbeyleix, Queen's County, farmer. Damages 
were also claimed against the defendant in 
respect of alleged malicious prosecution and 
false imprisonment. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. J. 
Nolan-Whelan (instructed by Messrs. Noyk 
and O'Reilly) appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. P. Lynch, K.C,, and Mr. Charles Murphy 
(instructed by. Mr. W. Kerr Johnston) for the 
defendant. 

The statement of claim alleged that on the 
20th April last the defendant falsely and 
maliciously wrote to the Matron of Cork 
Street Hospital, Miss Alice Rhind, and 
published of the plaintiff the following words : 
‘Will you please inform Nurse Booth, of 
your institution, that I have prohibited the 
removal of two boxes taken by her from this 
address and deposited with Messrs. Wilde, 
Bros., Abbeyleix, until either (1) they are 
opened and examined in her presence here, or 
(2) examined under a search warrant issued 
to the police for that purpose. In the latter 
“case it may also involve a search elsewhere. 
Would it be too much to ask you to forward 
me the nurse’s decision as to which course 
she wishes to be adopted?” By these words 
the plaintiff alleged that the defendant meant, 
and was understood to mean, that the plain- 
tiff was dishonest and had stolen property 
from the address mentioned. 

The defendant, in his defence, denied that 
he swore an information prayingefor a 
warrant for the arrest of the plaintiff, or that 
he procured the granting of a warrant for 
the plaintiff's apprehension, or caused the 
plaintiff to be arrested or imprisoned, as 
alleged. 

Mr. O’Connor, opening the case, said that 
the plaintiff was a Sister in the Cork Street 
Fever Hospital, Dublin, and was in charge 
of four wards. The defendant was her step- 
father. Her mother married him in Septem. 
ber, 1920, when he was a sergeant in the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. Mr. Roe had also 
been married before, and his first wife was 
a sister of Mrs. Booth. 

After he resigned from the police the de- 
fendant went with his wife to reside in 
Abbeyleix. The marriage seemed to be very 
unhappy. In April, 1925, a message from 
her mother was conveyed. to the plaintiff. 
who was doing duty in Cork Street Hospital, 
that her mother was very seriously ill. It 
proved to be her ‘last illness, and she died 
on the 14th April. Before her death she gave 
several articles of a personal nature to her 
daughter, the plaintiff, and these included 
an eiderdown quilt, a table cloth, a dress, a 
knitted coat and other articles. | | 
When the plaintiff was engaged taking 
these articles awav the defendant came into 
the room, pointed to a trunk and asked: 
‘‘What have you got there?” He slapped her 
on the face and took the articles out of the 
trunk. The plaintiff said that she was taking 
the articles which her mother had given her, 
and, in reply to her request as to what she 
was to put them in, the defendant said: ma 
do not care a d&—.”” The plaintiff then 
went to Messrs. Wilde's, carriers, Abbeyleix, 
and obtained a box, into which she packed 
the articles. On the 20th April—five days 
afterwards—the defendant wrote the letter 
complained of to the Matron of Cork Street 
Hospital, without having made any ‘previous 
communication to the plaintiff, and without 
ever having suggested that she had taken 
anything behind his back. 

The matron handed the letter to the plain- 
tiff, who took it to her solicitor. On the 14th 
May the writ was served, and on the 17th May 
the defendant swore an information before 
a Peace Commissioner to the effect that 
goods, his property, had been stolen from his 
house by the plaintiff, got‘a search warrant, 
and, accompanied by the sergeant of the Civic 
Guard, went to Messrs. Wilde’s and found the 
articles, which, counsel stated, had been given 
to the plaintiff by her mother and taken out 
of the house with his full knowledge and 
consent. i 
The plaintiff was arrested in Dublin, lodged 
in the Bridewell, and taken next day to 
Abbeyleix. She was charged before the Dis- 
trict Justice, who ordered the case to be 
dismissed on the merits, and the articles which 
she was accused of stealing were handed back 
to the plaintiff. . 
“wvidenes was given by the plaintiff bearing 
out counsel’s kemaeh. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lynch, the 
laintiff swore that the articles taken had 
een given to her by her mother by an 
authorisation in writing on the day before 
her death. 

Miss E. S. Rhind, matron of the Cork 
street Hospital, proved the receipt of the 
letter complained of, and said that she would 
have taken the words to mean that the writer 
thought that the things were stolen by the 
plaintiff. 

Richard Roe, the defendant, stated that on 
the 16th April, two days after his wife's 
death, the plaintiff asked him to give her a 
trunk belonging to her mother. Aferwards 
he found that, some pictures had been taken, 
and he demanded the plaintiff to open the 
trunk, and told her that if he found her 
taking anything out of the house he would 
prosecute her. He denied having written an 
anonymous letter reflecting upon the plaintiff. 
Regarding the letter written “ the defendant 
to the matron, his sole object in writing to 
the matron instead of to the plaintiff was to 
have the matron advise the plaintiff in the 
matter, she being a friend of the girl. The 
last thing in the world he thought of was to 
prosecute his niece. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, he denied 
that he slapped the plaintiff in the face, but 
admitted having shoved her back when he 
opened the trunk and removed the articles. 
The further hearing was adjourned until 
this morning.

POWER TO TRANSFER CASES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE poy mg | 
Mr, George Moonan (instructed by Messrs, 
Smyth and Son, Drogheda) moved for final 
judgment on behalf of the plaintiff in a case 
in which William Kirk, of Brownstown, 
‘Monasterboice, Co. Louth, sought to recover 
£345 15s. from Patrick Kirk, farmer, of the 
same place, and brother of the plaintiff. A 
sum of £173 5s. was for principal and in- 
terest on a covenant in a deed of mortgage, 
and £161 10s. balance of moneys alleged to 
have been advanced by plaintiff to defendant, 
The mortgage, which was dated 26th January. 
1914, was made between the defendant, the 
plaintiff, and Peter Kirk, their father. It 
was for a sum of £110, of which £80 was 
advanced by the plaintiff and £3 by the 
father. The latter had assigned his interest 
in the mortgage to the plaintiff. The money 
alleged to have heen advanced was stated to 
have been lent between the years 1917 and 


1925, 
Mr. E. J. Kelly (instructed by Mr. P, 
Tallon, Drogheda), for: defendant, resisted 


the motion, and asked to have the claim 
amended by reducing it. to £300, the limit 
of the Circuit Court jurisdiction, and to 
transfer the action to the Circuit Court Judge 
of County Louth. An affidavit of the de. 
fendant stated that he had repaid the father. 
@fid that he had a claim against. the plaintiff 
for board and lodging. The claim for in. 
terest and for the money lent was alleged 
to be partly barred by the Statute of Limita. 
tions. Counsel argued that there was power 
to transfer, although the amount claimed 
was over £300, by means of the provision 
by which the High Court could transfer, 
though the claim formally made was over 


Mr. Moonan read an affidavit of the plain- 
tiff, in which he denied statements by the 
defendant, and said that he was advised, and 
was willing, to abandon his claim for more 
than six years’ interest, but that the claim for 
the money lent was not barred, because of 
acknowledgment by part payment, This 
would reduce the amount claimed to £303 10s, 
Counsel said that there had been no case 
in which a liquidated claim for over £300 
had been transferred. The words “formally 
made ' obviously referred to unliquidated 
claims only, and the power to transfer was 
enly in regard to cases which the Court con- 
sidered ought to have been brought in the 
Cireuit Court. This action, being for over 
£300, could not have been brought in the 
Cirevit Court, and there was, therefore, no 
power to trarisfer. 

Mr. Justice Hanna held that the action 
was one which could not have been brought 
in the Cireuit Court, and that, therefore,

PRISONERS. PUT BACK FORK 
SENTENCE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DROMGOOLE.) 

Two young men of respectable appearance, 
James Comerford and William Irons, were 
charged with assaulting Charles Wisdom Hely 
while armed and robbing him of £4, a 
motor car, a shotgun and ammunition, 

The jury wheel at 7 p.m. and returged a 
verdict of guilty at 7.15 p.m. The prisoners 
were put back for sentence. 

Mr. Hely told the jury that he lived at 
Oaklands, Rathgar, and had a shooting lodge 
at Glenismole, near Tallaght. On Sunday 
morning, 2nd August last, there were ten or 
eleven people at Glenismole, including his 
married daughter, her children, and their 
nurses. He was the only man in the house. 

Between 6 and 7 o'clock he was awakened, 
and saw a man in his bedroom, with a revolver 
pointed at him. The armed intruder told him 
to lie flat in the bed and not to stir, but he 
(witness) refused. When he got up and put 
on his dressing gown the man locked the bed- 
room door and went away. He returned after 
ten or fifteen minutes, and he (witness), going 
out on the landing, heard men walking about 
the house. When he went back to the bed- 
room he found the armed man engaged in 
emptying out his purse, which was on the 
dressing table. There was between £35 and 
£50 in the purse, and the man who took the 
money was Irons, 

THE STOLEN PROPERTY. 

A second man, whom he identified as 
Comerford, then entered the room, and after 
a little while they went away together. Wit- 
ness then discovered that the property taken 
away included a double-barrel sporting gun, 
cartridges, a bottle of whiskey, and a motor 
ear, They damaged a 40 horse-power car and 
drove away in the other one. Irons, the first 
man to enter his bedroom, wore no disguise, 
but Comerford had a dirty piece of cloth over 
the lower part of his face. He identified both 
of them. 

Miss Mooney, Mr. Gordon Hay, gamekeeper, 
and a number of other witnesses also described 
the raid and identified the prisoners. 

Sergeant Glynn, Civic Butrda, Rathfarn- 
ham, deposed to searching Irons’s house and 
finding there a shotgun identified by Mr. 
Hely as his property. When charged with 
being concerned in the raid, [rons said that 
he knew nothing about it, and that he “ got 
the gun from somebody in the city." 

Comerford was arrested by Detective-Ser- 
geant J. Mooney at his house in Hamilton 
street, 8.C.R. 

Examined. by Mr. Lynn (instructed by Mr. 
P. Campbell), defending, he gave evidence 
that on this Sunday he was camping out near 
Pine Forest, and knew nothing about the rob- 
bery till he saw it in the newspapers. 

ALIBI DEFENCE. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Carrigan, K.C., he 
said that he was camping out since the Ist 
May. He had been unemployed for three 
years, and his father supported him. 

William Irons was also examined by Mr. 
Lynn in support of the alibi defence.

A metaphysician and idealist, 
with no reputation for administrative 
capacity, was not the man for a 
task which demanded the joint. gifts 
of statesmanship and legal training. 
Furthermore, by giving to Mr. MacNeill, 
With his natural responsibilities to his 
own Executive, the functions of a pleni- 
potentiary, the Free State Government 
tried to reconcile discordant réles. In 
the next place, the Government, as a 
whole and through its individual Ministers, 
hs., chosen to anticipate that the Boundary 
Commission’s report would be a sweeping 
victory for the Free State, and has refused 
to contemplate for a moment: the possi- 
bility of an unfavourable verdict. This 
optimism, which persisted until a week 
ago, fostered large and even ridiculous 
hopes threughout the country, especially 
among the Northern Nationalists. As a 
result the Commission’s majority report 
has caused profound disappointment, and 
the reaction of popular feeling against the 
politicians who deceived. it has multiplied 
the Free State Gove-nment’s present diffi- 
culties. Finally, the Government was 
aimost criminally negligent in its ‘ailure 
to take any measures tu insure itself 
against an unfavourable award. For it 
and for the whole Saorstat the last four 
years, which might have been fruitful in 
friendly negotiation with Northern Ireland, 
are years that the locusts have eaten. 
Politically and economically, Dublin is 
not an inch nearer to Belfast to-day than 
it was on the 6th December, 1921.

must be decided. We admit quite freely 
that the present wages of colliers in 
Britain are not excessive, judged by the 
cost of living standard; but they are 
higher than the industry can afford to 
pay. The Government subvention’ to 
the coal .industry will come to an 
end next May, and, if by that time 
the Coal Commission has not been 
able to find a satisfactory solution of the 


problem, the reduction of wages will become 


unavoidable. The alternative would be 
nationalisation, which would make matters 
infinitely worse than they are at present. 
The whole machinery of the coal industry 
needs to be overhauled. British coal never 
can recapture its former place in the 
world market until it becomes cheaper ; for 
now it must compete on unequal terms 
with oil. It cannot become cheaper until 
costs have been reduced drastically, and, 
unfortunately, wages constitute by far the 
largest item. The subsidy was a 
desperate expedient which cannot be justi- 
fied on any economic grounds. If, there- 
fore, the Coal Commission fails to find a 
way out of the present situation, a com- 
plete revision of the wages scale, undesir- 
able as it may be, will be the only reason- 
able alternative to baul.ruptcy.

Housing in New York. 


New York, with its cosmopolitan millions, 


has its housing congestion no less than 
any city of the Old World. The crowded 
districts of Manhattan are said to have no 
equal save in Bombay. To ease the 
suffering of the poorer and les$ fortunate 
classes, two measures have been adopted— 
restriction of rents and, in the case of new 
buildings below a certain rental value, 
remission of taxation. It is said that the 
result of the remission of taxation has 
been the building of large numbers of 
petty. wooden dwellings, and there is dis- 
satisfaction at the lack of cottage dwellings 
like those which have been built under 
the Government’s housing schemes in 
England. Restriction of rent was adopted 
in war-time as a necessity, and it is due 
to cease early in the New Year. The ex- 
tension of the war-time provisions for a 
further period is advocated, and it is 
thought that, while congestion lasts, 
neither of the great. parties will oppose 
the re-enactment laws which have proved 
so ‘large a blessing to the wage-earning 
classes. In one respect, New York’s 
housing ‘system’ “is superior to what pre- 
vails in Europe. “Zoning” laws were 
adopted before the war, and to-day they 
are bearing fruit in the harmonious de 
velopment of the city. New York is 
divided’ into zones for commerce, for 
manufacturing, for single houses, for 
tenements. and for buildings exceeding 
a given height. Where extremely tall 
structures—like the Woolworth “sky- 
scraper” and the “ flat-iron”’” building— 
are raised, the ground must be cleared 
for a proportionate distance on either 
side. As a result the cottage is not 
overshadowed by mammoth piles and the 
residential district is not marred by the 
uprise in its midst of factory chimneys. 
Such housing schemes cs are going 
forward are designed in the definite know- 
ledge of the place which the sites will hold 
in the city’s development, ten, twenty and 
fifty years hence,

ARTICLE XII. 

I hold that the true view of the right 
interpretation of Article XII. of the Treaty

A POLITICAL CONSIDERATION. 

The Chairman’s point of view was clearly 
indicated at an early stage in a question 
addressed by him to at least one witness, 
which imported, to my mind, a new govern- 
ing and dominant condition into Article 12— 
a political condition, a political considera- 
tion—which was made a dominant considera- 
tion, proposed as a dominant consideration, 
and which did not appear at all within the 
terms of the Article, and could only be read 
into it by a kind of constructional effort; 
namely, that if the wishes of the inhabitants 
were found to indicate a desire on ‘the part 
of the inhabitants of certain districts to be 
included in the Free State jurisdiction, and

ride the wishes of the inhabitants. To that 
position I need not say I never assented. 
It was not im the Article, it was not in the 
Treaty, and it was only what I call by con- 
structional effort that it could be brought into 
play at all. 

There is a question of the relative im- 
portance to be attached to economic considera- 
tions as compared with the wishes of the in- 
habitants... [ have to explain to you that 
the restoring of the denied franchise and the 
wishes of the inhabitants were the dominant 
considerations, but, in the Chairman’s view, 
in one part of our award it was competent 
for us to make economic considerations, 
and in another part the wishes of the in- 
habitants, dominant. 


CARDINAL POINTS. 


I do not know whether it is necessary for 
me to go beyond these points, which I think you 
will agree, are cardinal points—fundamental 
points—in order to indicate to you that an 
award by the Commission which professes to 
be unammous would have professed to state 
to the public the thing which was not; and 
what I agreed to on the grounds that I have 
stated—the ground of prudence, the ground of 
avoiding renewed, perhaps deepened, contro- 
versy—was not to pronounce unanimity where 
there was no unanimity, but purely and 
simply to sign an award in common with the 
Commissioners. 

Now, the eourse of our deliberations from 
the conclusif of the evidence followed lines 
which I admit placed me jg a position of ex- 
ceptional difficulty. Thef® was at no time 
any debate between members of the Com- 
mission as to the principles of interpretation. 
and no definite decision taken which could 
lead to the application of such principles, and 
to their consistent application, and to their 
application in the same way in different places 
and different districts affected by the award. 


DRAFT AWARD IN EXISTENCE. 

The details came before us in a very gradual 
and very piecemeal manner. It may be said— 
it may be contended—that I was in fault, that 
I was remiss, when I failed to appreciate the 
circumstances, when I failed to see what I 
might be ultimately up against, t'sat I did not 
demand, require and challenge, at the earliest 
convenient stage, a discussion of the general 
principles of interpretation, and a decision 
upon these principles. That may be so. 
think it is probably true that a better politi- 
cian, a better diplomatist—if you like, a better 
strategist—than I am, would not have let him- 
self to be brought into that position of. diffi- 
culty. We went on in that way without a 
decision until a complete boundary line had 
been presented to us, and after that we en- 
tered upon the consideration of how and in 
what form the area ought to be shown and in- 
dicated.

There is high authority for stating that 
an effort is now on foot to bring about an 
‘agreed ” solution of the Irish border 
problem. 

This effort, according to my information, 
is being sponsored by responsible and in- 
fluential persons in London, and is of a nature 
likely to command some measure of support 
in political circles in both Dublin and 
Belfast. Draft proposals for a settlement 
are believed to have been prepared for sub- 
mission to representatives of the Imperial Go- 
vernment, and the assertion is made that they 
are “assured, at least, of sympathetic con- 
sideration.” 

THE PROPOSALS. 

As I understand them, the proposals briefly 
are as follows :— 

(1) That the present labours of Mr. Justice 
Feetham and Mr. Fisher should be inter- 


rupted. ) 

(2) That there should be an immediate 
conference between representatives of His 
Majesty’s Government and of the Free State 
Government, with a view to considering as a 
basis for an agreed settlement of the 
boundary question, the cancellation “of 
Articles XII. and V. of the Treaty, and 

(3) That there should be a meeting be- 
tween the leaders of the two Irish Govern- 
ments, with the purpose of securing an under- 
standing on these lines. uae 

The effect of these proposals, if they 
should be accepted, would be that the Free 
State would be relieved of all financial ob- 
ligations to Great Britain, and that in its 
turn it would renounce all its claims to ter- 
ritorial gains at the expense of Northern 
Ireland. The advocates of the scheme, how- 
ever, realise that the border, as it exists at 
present, gives rise to a number of unneces- 
sary anomalies, which easily could be rec- 
tified without substantial loss of territory by 
either Irish Government. 

ALL PARTIES TO BENEFIT. 

lt was explained to me by a person who 

favours this idea, that its acceptance 


would: be of considerable benefit to all 
three parties concerned. The Free State, 
which, whatever happens, has now no 
chance of _ realising its hopes. of 


extending its frontiers, would secure a sub- 
stantial monetary advantage through the dis- 
appearance of Article 5. Northern Ireland 
would gain a sense of permanent security and 
would lose nothing, while Britain, although 
sacrificing a certain financial hold on the Free 
State, would have the satisfacticn of having 
brought about a real Irish settlement, which 
would be worth more to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment than any eventual contribution which 
it may hope to obtain from the Dublin 
Treasury. 
ARTICLE 5 OF THE TREATY. | 

Article 5 of the Treaty is in the following 
terms — eat 
” The Irish Free State shall assume. liability 
for the service of the public debt of the 
United Kingdom as existing at the date 
hereof and towards the payment of war pen- 
sions as existing at that date in such pro- 
portion as may be fair and equitable, having 
regard to any just claims on the part of 
Ireland by way of set-off or counter-claim, 
the amount of such sums being determined in 
default of agreement by the arbitration of 
one or more independent persons being citizens 
of the British Empire.

THE SOCIALIST DEMANDS. 

It appears that M. Briand offered the 
Socialists three portfolios in the Cabinet 
which he was trying to form. The Socialists 
refused, considering that this number was not 
enough. It is even reported ‘at they want 
as many as half the portfolios of any Cabinet 
in which th participate. 

M. Doumer’s interview with the President 
of the Republic lasted an hour. On leaving 
the Elysée M. Doumer said: “I have the 
regulation twenty-four hours to give my 
answer in. If I accept, it goes without 
saying that I shall take the Premiership and 
the portfolio of Finance.” 

M. Briand left the Elysée a few moments 
after M. Doumer. “Of course, in present 
circumstances,” he said, ‘“‘if I am asked 
to stay at the post I occupy, I should not 
feel justified in refusing.”’ 


M. DOUMER’S CONFIDENCE. 

Although M. Doumer has officially reserved 
his decision until to-morrow, he has, to all 
intents and purposes, agreed in principle to 
form a Cabinet. That he is sanguine of 
getting a combination together would appear 
from the fact that he has decided to spend 
the evening putting the finishing touches to 
his scheme for financial reform, which, ¢s 
Premier and Minister of Finance, he intends 
to table in the Chamber on the day his 
Ministry makes its bow in Parliament. 

M. Briand will be M. Doumer’s right-hand 
man and Foreign Minister, and the fruits 
of the consultations which M. Briand had 
yesterday with the Party leaders are naturally 
at M. Doumer’s disposal. The ground is 
thus already largeiy explored. M. Doumer 
is only seeing M. De Selves and M. Herriot, 
respectively Presidents of the Senate and 
Chamber, this evening. He will continue his 
consultations to-morrow, 

It remains to be seen whether M. Doumer 
will surmount the obstacle which proved 1n- 
superable to M. Briand—namely, the attitude 
of the Socialists. The Socialist Parliamentary 
Group, after five hours’ deliberation this 
evening, decided to take office, either alone 
or with the other Cartel Parties, but the 
conditions of its participation in the Govern- 
meni were not defined.—(Reuter.) 


UPHEAVAL AT MUKDEN. 


CHANG TSO-LIN REPORTED 
PRISONER. 
PEKING, Tuesday. 

Unconfirmed reports are current here this 
evening that a revolution against Chang Tso- 
lin has occurred at Mukden, the Manchurian 
war lord’s capital, and that Chang Tso-lin 
has been made a prisoner. 

Honan troops, which are nominally  E 
porting General Feng Yu-hsiang, recently 
attacked Mukden troops as they were with- 
drawing from Paotingfu. Chang Tso-lin is 
now accusing General Feng Yu-hsiang of a 
breach of their recent agreement.— (Reuter. ) 


ACTIVE TROOP MOVEMENTS.

PEKING, Tuesday. 

Traffic on all the railways is practically 
suspended to-day, owing to the movement of 
troops. According to Chinese opinion, de- 
velopments are inevitable. The immediately 
disturbing factor is the Hanon Tuohun, whose 
forces have entered Chihli and Shantung, in 
contravention of the agreement between 
Chang Tso-lin and Feng Yu-hsiang.

POSITION OF FREE STATE 
DOCTORS. 
REFERENCE AT GENERAL 
MEDICAL COUNCIL. 


In his presidential address to the Novem- 
ber Sessions of the General Medical Coun- 
cil, Sir Donald MacAlister referred to the 
position of practitioners in Ireland, 
He said that the Act of the Free State, passed 
in February, 1925, which made the Medical 
Acts operative in Southern Ireland for one 
year, had been working smoothly, so far as 
their office was concerned.

'That the rejection of the Locarno Treaty 
would mean the creation of a new entente 
between France and England was the 
view expressed in the Reichstag yesterday 
by the Socialist deputy, Herr Wels, dur- 
ing a protracted discussion of the Locarno 
Pact, Count Westarp said that the 
Nationalist Party would submit a vote 
of *‘no confidence’’ in connection with 
the Government’s decision to sign the 
Treaty. 

The Nationalist Party continues its 
campaign against the Pact, and large 
numbers of telegrams protesting against 
‘the shameful document ” are reaching 
President Hindenburg’s residence. 

Speaking in London last night, Viscount 
Grey said that the underlying cause of 
the war was a Europe divided into two 
diplomatic camps, each armed to the 
teeth. The Locarno Treaties, he added, 
would make it impossible for such a 
situation to exist. 


PEACE AND SOLIDARITY 
OF EUROPE. 


GERMANY’S ENTRY INTO THE 
LEAGUE. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The Reichstag devoted the whole of to-day 
to speeches by various party leaders on the 
Locarno Treaty. The Socialist, Herr Wels, 
approved the Pact on behalf of his party ; for 
it meant, he said, the peace and solidarity of 
Europe and a spirit of understanding instead 
of a spirit of violence. The rejection of the 
Treaty, he declared, would mean the creation 
of a new Entente between France and Eng- 
land on the basis of the British Memorandum 
of February, 1925, which laid it down that 
the greatest hope of the consolidation of 
conditions in Europe lay in a new Lntente 
between the British Empire and France. Herr 
Wels bitterly attacked the Nationalist Party 
for their attitude towards the Locarno agree- 
ment, and mentioned that Count Westarp, 
in a speech at a recent meeting of the Na- 
tionalist Party, had said that Marshal von 
Hindenburg had been a disappoinment in 
many respects. The President had said that 
no war could help Germany, but he should 
have added ‘‘ at present.’’ 


THE END OF VIOLENCE. 

Count Westarp, who followed Herr Wels, 
recapitulated the old arguments against the 
Locarno agreement, and announced that his 
party would submit a vote of “ No Con- 

dence” in the Government and also a 
motion that a special law must be passed by 
the Reichstag to sanction Germany’s entry 
into the League of Nations. He also insisted 
that a two-thirds majority was necessary for 
passing the Locarno Bill, though the Govern- 
ment jurists have already decided the con- 
trary. It is expected that the debate will be 
concluded on Saturday. 

While the leaders of the Moderate parties 
and the Socialists to-day agreed that the Pact 
could not be welcomed with unalloyed joy, 
they declared that their parties assented to 
it in the expectation that the policy ot 
violence against Germany would be ended, 
and the political and economic peace of 
Europe assured. The further occupation of 
German territory and the postponement of 
the plebiscite in the Saar territory until 1935 
were, they pointed out, as little compatible 
with the spirit of Locarno as with the investi- 

tion of the Armaments Protocal of the 

gue of Nations. 


UNBEARABLE CONDITIONS. 

After speeches by the various party leaders, 
Herr Stresemann said that there still remained 
many unbearable conditions for Germany, the 
full effects of which had not yet been felt 
with reference to the condemnation “' in 
contumacium”™ of alleged war criminals. The 
Foreign Minister announced that the Bel- 
gian Government had decided to abandon 
his procedure, and he hoped that the French 
Government would shortly come to a similar 
decision. Referring go the proposal for a 
world economic conference, in which Germany 
would take part, Herr Stresemann declared 
that the spirit of the Locarno Treaties im- 
posed it as a duty on all countries to work 
peacefully together to extricate Europe from 
the chaos resulting from the war.—(Reuter.) 

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Faced with defeat in the Reichstag, the 
Nationalists have found a new point of attack 
upon the Locarno Treaty. 

Every district and group of the party has 
been instructed to telegraph to President 
Hindenburg pleading that he shall not sign 
the laws which will enable the Locarno 
Agreements to be signed. Most of -the tele- 
grams are couched in the same terms, 
and run: '“We cannot believe your 
Excellency will place your signature to the 
Locarno Pact, which is nothing but a re- 
petition of the Treaty of Versailles. We 
would rather continue to tolerate the heaviest 
burdens than see Your Excellency’s signature 
under the shameful document. The confidence 
of your followers will be shattered if you do 
not heed our appeal, and we will be unable 
any longer to recognise you as leader of the 
German cause.”’ 

President Hindenburg is paying no attention 
to these appeals, for he long ago realised 
that his picture was going to be turned to 
the wall in many Nationalist homes. He had 
ro thought of public opinion when he com- 
manded the German armies, it is pointed out, 
and he is not going to let it influence him 
in what he believes to be his duty to the 


nation, 
RUSSIA'S ATTITUDE. 

Presiding at a lecture in London last night 
by Mr. J. A. Spender, on “ Liberal Foreign 
Policy,’’ Viscount Grey said that the deep 
underlying cause of the war was a Europe 
divided into two diplomatic ‘camps, each 
armed to the teeth. The Locarno Treaties, 
he said, would make it impossible for those 
inside the League of Nations to form two 
separate ——— camps. There remained 
one great European nation outside, and he 
trusted that she would before long abandon 
the attitude that the Locarno Treaties were 
intended to isolate her. The door of the 
League was open to anyone who would enter 
on the condition of good faith and good-will 
to the end of a common peace, 

The French Revolution, for what good it 
did in teaching history, might never have 
happened, he added. The Powers made the 
same mistake again in helping one section in 
Russia against the other. He thought that 
we should take the line of leaving Russia 
absolutely alone,

THE QUESTION OF 
ABOLITION, 
ns 


In the course of a leading article The 
Times observes :—The final results of the 
examination of the ss. Vidar will be awaited 
with interest, but it seems clear already that 
the submarine M 1 went down as the result 
of a collision, in which her hull was fractured 
by the stem of the Swedish collier. At least, 
it is satisf.ctory that neither defect of con- 
struction nor negligence in command has 
been found responsible for the loss of the 
M 1. That doubt, which never had the 
os confirmation, is finally set at rest, 
and has no place in the wider discussion on 
the use of submarines which the disaster has 
provoked. The Prime Minister did well the 
other day to refer his -questioners' on this 
subject to the attitude of the British Govern- 
ment at the Washington Conference. He 
thus reminded the world that the desire to 
abolish submarines as an instrument of war 
is not a sudden idea derived from a deplorable 
accident at sea, In a self-denying ordinance 
that country must take the lead that has the 
most to lose. The United States could: do it 
effectively in the matter of capital ships, 
because just after the war she was the 
potential builder of the greatest navy in the 
world. France can take the lead in the 
reduction of land armaments, with the pros- 
pect of being followed, but in the matter 
of submarines Great Britain has the most, 
not to lose, but to gain, by their abolition. 
The unequalled extent of our lines of com- 
munication makes the British Empire 
peculiarly vulnerable to attacks from this 
weapon. Food, raw material, munitions, and 
probably men, have all to reach this island 
across long stretches of ocean. To no other 
country does this consideration apply in the 
same degree, while to most Staies the sub- 
marine is merely the handiest and cheapest 
form of coastal defence. 

To France and to Italy—whether rightly 
or wrongly—the submarine still appears in- 
dispensable. Still more may some of the 
smaller maritime States of Europe, most of 
whom have steadily augmented their sub- 
marine strength since the war, rely upon 
this type to do work for which they cannot 
afford to build dreadnoughts. Underwater 
craft are peculiarly the weapons of the 
weaker Powers. It will not help matters to 
assume that the obvious national interests of 
this country coincide with the interests of 
others. Abolition of submarines can hardly 
be considere | a practical question until States 
that have more to lose by it relatively than 
Great Britain rally to the proposal. Nor are 
othe: countries likely to abandon their prin- 
cipa) weapon of blockade unless the whole 
system of blockade by any type of vessel 
comes to be regarded as obsolete.

A FRENCHMAN’S COMPLAINT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—I am a French commercial traveller 
for representation of a grand pipe factory, 
and often 1 visit Ireland, where I do good 
business. Last month I have visited Belfast 
and also Cork; so I arrive one cold morning 
from a night train in Dublin, from where I 
must go to the mail-boat at Kingstown. 
Very well; I find no place open where I can 
get something warm to drink; for I am very 
cold. I have only a few hours to wait, so no 
us. to take room in a hotel; for I assure you, 
sir, that French commercial travellers are not 
millionaires. 

At last when I find no café open, nowhere 
to sit down, I am obliged to approach a hótel, 
I ask the porter can I have something to 
drink. He says, “ No, sir; for the bar is not 
open.” I ask, ' Can I have coffee or tea?” 

e says, “No; breakfast will not commence 
till eight o'clock.” I ask then can I sit 
down in smoke-room. ‘“‘ Well,” he says, ' ib 
is not usual unless you take a room ”; but I 
told him I am leaving by the boat-train at 
Westland row in about two hours, and no use 
me taking a room which, he said, costs six 
shillings. “ Well,” he said, “I regret, but 
you will not find any café open in the city 
except cabman shelter.” Well, I am not a 
cabman; so I preferred to go to the station 
and wa'g and wait, in the cold morning until 
my trai. was to part. 

Now, this is poor, cold, inhospitable Dublin 
at present. What is it to be when more strict 
licensing legislation is to be enforced? Bona 
fide travellers, I see by the bill, are to be 
unished if they go into a public-house. This 
Sea believe, and think it cannot be in 
the text correct—it must mean mala fide 
travellers. Now, sir, in all European capitals 
I can, as a bona fide traveller of commerce, | 
find rest and refreshment at any hour I 
arrive, except in London, and worse in 
Dublin. I do not see many people drunk in 
Irlande, and, for the few there are, intelligent 
Irishmen are maki legislation to incon- 
venience the many. e Scripture says: “I 
will not destroy the city even for the few 
righteous, said the ”" Now’ you are 
going on to make Dublin more , more 
cold, because a small number of men get 
drunk. This you will find in all great towns 
and cities.

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QUEENS OF ENGLAND. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It is unfair to call Queen Victoria an 
imperious Queen. . From the hour when, at 
twelve years old, the genealogical table was 
put in her history book and she found how 
near she stood to the throne (long after- 
wards she wrote: ‘‘I cried much on leguias 
it, and ever deplored this contingency "'), 


‘when she promised, ‘‘1 will be good, to that 
other hour beyond the great tract of years 
when death released her from what she had 
called ' my much disliked position,” duty 
governed every word and act of hers. In 
recent years there has grown up an utterly 
wrong opinion of Queen Victoria and the 
Prince Consort. It is amazing to hear the 
remarks of people who will not be at the 
trouble of ing Sir Theodore Martin's 
“Life of the Prince Consorf,” the volumes 
of Queen Victoria’s letters, her Journals, the 
“Life of Princess Alice,” etó., from which 
the truth can be learned. 

More than once in “The Four Georges ” 
Thackeray tells.us what in his day was 
thought of Queen Victoria and the Prince 
Consort and what they had done for England. 
It is also forgotten that they had arranged 
that the Prince of Wales ‘‘ was to make the 
acquaintance of Princess Alexandra of . Den- 
mark, who was then on a visit to Germany, 
with a view to a marriage, should the meet- 
ing result in a mutual attachment.’’ The 
Prince Consort wrote in his diary on the 
30th of September, 1861: ‘‘ We hear. nothing 
but excellent accounts of the Princess Alex- 
andra, and that the young people seem to 
have taken a warm liking for each other.” 

Queen Alexandra was the Queen of Hearts; 
but can a queen consort be said to have 
subjects? Miss Strickland quotes Blackstone 
as saying that a queen consort is the King’s 
subject and not his equal. The glorious, 
pious and immortal memory treated Mary 
as if she were: only a queen consort, 
although, but for her “popular and able 
government at home,” he could not have 
subdued Ireland and Scotland. It is for- 

tten now that “the mild sway of. Anne, 
er tenderness of the lives of her subjects, 
her munificent charities to the poor, her 
royal bounties to that meritorious portion of 
the Church,. the indigent working clergy, 
caused her to be regarded, while - living, 
with loyal affection by the great body of 
her subjects,. and: endeared her memory to 
suceeding generations.”

““THE RING OF BELLS” AT 
THE COMEDY. 


(From Ovurn CORRESPONDENT.) 
: LONDON, Tuesday. 

To-night at the Comedy Theatre Mr. A. 
Neil Lyons’s play ‘‘The Ring of Bells’’ was 
presented by Mr Archibald Nettlefold. This 
comedy of rustic life has a very slight story 
dealing with the mystery of a country girl's 
birth. Brought up as the gamekeeper’s 
daughter, on her engagement to a local farmer 
the neighbouring lord of the manor tells her 
that she is his niece (under the rose), and 
gives her a farm of 400 acres and £2,000 as 
a wedding gift. This causes gossip and 
jealousy, and when she starts to tell her 
husband on their wedding night her “‘ secret ’’ 
he concludes the worst and rushes out of the 
house with a whip to “teach his lordship a 
lesson.” After a great deal of talk and fuss 
everything turns out satisfactorily, and 
“the ring of bells” chime truly for the 
young couple. 

Some of Mr. Lyons’s character studies were 
truly observed, and some of his dialogue was 
witty, but much was wearisome, and the 
dialect was the weirdest mixture I have ever 
heard. 

EXAGGERATED CHARACTERS. 

Miss Olga Lindo acted well; all her 
emotions were admirably portrayed, but her 
accent was more American than Sussex. Mr. 
Richard Bird caught the rustic note more 
consistently—in fact, ave an excellent 
study of a jealous, Ádle-headed, good- 
hearted village youth. Miss Joan Maude 
deserves special mention; her rendering of a 
small part was very cleverly managed. Miss 
Mira O’Connor also had the correct voice and 
manner and contributed an intelligent per- 
formance.

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£30,000 ELECTRIC 
LIGHTING SCHEME.

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WATERFORD CORPORATION'S 
PROPOSALS. 


At a special meeting of the Waterford 
Corporation last night it was decided to 
provide a permanent electric lighting in- 
stallation for the city at a cost of £50,250. 

A resolution to take steps to obtain the 
necessary loan was passed by 18 votes to 5. 

The present electric supply has been found 
inadequate for the city’s needs, and had 
from time to time to be may oon with 
gas. It is now pointed out by the consult- 
ing engineers—Messrs. McEntee and O’ Kelly, 
Dublin—that the present estimate provides 
for the immediate establishment of a three- 
phase alternating electricity undertaking, 
supplying current to consumers at 220 volts 
for lighting and 380 volts for power. 

THE SHANNON SCHEME. 

It is claimed by the engineers that the 
present scheme is designed to take the fullest 
advantage of the Shannon scheme, and that 
no technical or practical difficulty’ whatso- 
ever will arise in co-ordinating the local 
undertaking, as proposed by them, with the 
Shannon scheme, so soon as the electrical 
supply from the latter source is available, 

Of the total, £17,000 is provided for 
mains, stteet lamps, services and associated 
works, etc., and the remainder is represented 
by generating plant and accessories. It is 
pointed out that, in the four years before 
the supply from the Shannon scheme becomes 
available, the present Waterford undertaking 
would have earned £25,800, and would also, 
when the Shannon electricity is available, 
leave Waterford in the position of being able 
to secure current from the Shannon at five- 
ninths of the price chargeable from the latter 
scheme.
